A correspondent of the London Times 
gives a very interesting account of a canoe 
voyage through Egypt and Syria, from 
which we make the following extract 

“ My canoe was carried by railway trom 
Suez to Cairo with much difficulty and ex 
pense, The natives laughed at me for buy 
ing tickets” as a passenger, it being the 
constant practice on that line to bribe the 
guard with Of, and travel os one likes 

“The voyage on the Nile through the 
Delta was charming. Free all day, floating 
on the beautiful river, I always found my 
tent ready at night, with the Bnglish en 
sign in the luggage bont, or # lantern if it 
was dark. ‘he fertility of thie region is 
beyond description, but the people are 
tiltuy and ill looking, though the cotton 
crop now gives much employment, and 
close to the still and gaunt ruins of ancient 
cities we see steamboats pass, and hyar the 
sbrill note of a railway and busy whirr of 
Eoglish cotton gins, and pumping engines 
trom Lincolnshire At Mansourab the 
canoe was traueported tothe Zrier river, 
and I hired a new luggage boat, until, pad- 
dlivg through ‘ the field of Zoar,’ I trans 
ferred the Rob Roy to Lake Menzelab, broad 
as a seajand with innumerable islands, and 
myriads of water fowl, flamingoes, and 
pelicans, and fish so plentiful that you 
catch them with unbaited hooks, Here I 
visited Materiah, the Venace of Egypt, 
‘built on two islands, and wholly immersed 
in fish, The Governor visited my boat with 
his suite, as, Indeed, was the case in most 
towns. Then the canoe went up the river 
Murch, that I might see the wonderful re 
maingat San, the Zoar of wld, only seven 
years younger than Hebron, and yet until 
three years ogo buried in the sand, The 
enormous stoves, statues, and cisterns bere 
and at Beb el Hagar— another place seldom 
seen by travellers—are quite enough to re 
ward a tour in the Delta, and they lose lit- 
tle even when compured with the sights of 
the bigber Nile, After an active week with 
rod and gun on Luke Menzuleh J suiled to 
Port Said, 

From Egypt the Rob Roy was taken to 
Beyrout, and I brought ber sate over Mount 
Lebanon, through snow a foot deep, until 
we luunched her on theriver Abana, which 
bore me awittly through the magnificent 
gorge of Deomar to the plain of Damascus, 
f paddled straight into the towa, under the 
bridges, up to the Pacha’s Palace, and then 
rested the canoe on the water in the marble 
basin of the hotel, where many visitors 
came to see ber, among others the Pasha 
and his suite aud the Englisuy Consul, Mr, 
Rogers, who is about to change his post of 
duty to Cairo,gand who will leave 4 blank 
heré not to be easily supplied, 

‘The canoe was next curried on a pony’s 
back through the crowded bazaars until 
again she floated on the Abana, and in 
two days more I reached the mouth of the 
river und camped in # desolate mursh for 
Chnstmas. Panthers, hyenas, and other 
wild beasts are said to be common here, 
but I feared more than these the wild 


in the street, ‘Whata shocking bad hat 

you wear!’ exclaims one of them ‘My 
| dear friend, I like my own liberty.’ "But 

what on enrth has your liberty to do with 

that hat ‘Oli, great deal, my wife bus 

sworn ale will never walk out with me oo | 
long as L shall woar euch a but,’ 


boars, for if wounded they would pursue 
me 10 shallow water, and one thrust of the 
tusk woul! finish my voyage. I saw hun- 
dreds of the tracks of the boars in the 
reeds, but never was the water deeper than 
two feet. The only boat that bad ever 
been on this lake of Atebieh was lost the 
first day three years ago, and after a fort- 
night the dead bodies of the three men in 
it were discovered by offering a large re- 
ward to a man who went out naked upon 
a raft of reeds to search. 

After the first ten minutes on this lake [ 
became invisible to those on shore for the 
whole day, being concealed by the dense 
reeds. through which I steered by com- 
pass, and placed cotton rags on the higher 
plants at intervals to show me the way for 
my return, Next the Rob Roy went to the 
Pharpar, which river is far less interesting 
than the Abana, It has tew trees on it, 
little game, and winds excessively, but is 

jonotonously tame. ‘This falls into Lake 
Hijaricb, upon which I spent two delight- 
ful days, and, crossing it, landed the Rob 
Roy canoe in the Hauran. To come thus 
to this dangerous desolate region was, of 
course, utterly without precedent; and, 
leaving the canoe, I ran quickly up the 
nearest hill and gazed over the vast wilder 
ness upon the ruins of the “giant cities of 
Bashan” and on the two other lakes mark- 
ed yaguely on some maps, or distinctly 
(and then quite wrong) upon others. I 
took compass bearings from the shore and 
the lakes in every part, but the details of 
these, which will be useful to geographers, 
T need not enter upon here. 

There is much open water upon Lake 
Hijarieb, but the weeds cover five sixths of 
its surface, These weeds are about ten feet 
high, several that I menyureo were 12 feet, 
yet the cunoe easily penetrated the dense 
covering, and thousands of water fowl rose 
as she passed into their thickest haunts, To 
one part: I came to an island with ruins of 
basalt aud scores of boar tracks, and the 
soil alltorn up by their tusks. Io another 
T entered a channel and went with the cor 
rent until this was too stiony to justity 
hopes of returning against it hy nightfall 
The canoe was, of course, ready for a night 
bivouac, and with provisions for two days, 
and I found quite invaluable the little 
“canoe cuisine” (made for me at Hepburn’s, 
in Chavcery-Jane), which I cau curry in my 
pocket ready to provide a hot meal aoy 
where, and in any weather, in less than tep 
minutes, The country cust of the lakes is 
a black desert, without one tree,and named 
The Road of the Robbers.” I landed oo 
this, und walked a long way in the bright 
sunny day, being quite sate for a retreat to 
my boatif the wildest Arab approached, 
und safe, too, from his gun, for in n few 
minutes [ could hide in:the sereen of reeds 
on the water, 

All this region, though so near Damascus, 
is unknown and unsafe, IT bad to take two 
coldiers (mounted well, but wretchedly 
armed), for the 11 days spent in these ox 
cursiong, and the newspapers (Arabic) here 
aod at Beyrout are about to cbronicle the 
discoveries, made in their territory by a 
foreigner, which may be briefly summed up 
us follows: 

1. The Abana has three mouths, but the 
largest is not near Harran (as in Vande 
velde's excelleat map), but near Haush 
Hammar Tyree flow unto a marsh which 
has no outlet, \ tis wrongly culled a luke, 
forin no partis there a hundred yards of 
open water at all seasons, 


2. The Pharpar bas two mouths, but the 
lnryer is the southern one, to the south of 
Kasrein (aod not as to Vandevelde), These 
both fall into lake Hijarich, which ie right 
ly called a lake, with an average of tive 
feet of depth, plenty of open water, and ab 
overflow into another lake (Asyab Hasweb, 
not Bala, as in Yandevelde), Also the 
lake Matkh Brak is only atmarab, and the 
river Khuveitis was perfectly dry when T 
crowed its bed twice in a short excursion 
to the fimtet the ‘giant cities,’ Brak. 
Since Porter's desoription of there ~ that is 
to say, tres years ago, this wonderful 
‘stone town’ can no longer be regarded ns 
uninhabited. An Arab lias come to it from 
Aleppo, and gathered 100 peoply round 
him,who now occupy the ancient dwolllage 
so long tenantiess, In o few years more 
the houses will be plastered, and the senti 


ment of the eight will be destroyed,

Woe entered the yard through a gate with a 
stone door still turning on its hinges as it 
may have done in the days of Abraham. 
I slept in o room with stone rafters, each 
10 feet long, and a window haying its 
shutter one slab of stone, I had brought 
with me half of a Zimes, kindly sent from 
Bogland, and here in Bashan I read of the 
English elections and of Mr, Bright as a 
Cabinot Minister, 

It was, indeed, a strange sensation when 
I closed this window for the night, and 
the heavy slab turned easily by a push 
from one of my fingers, Mr, Rogers has 
sent to the British Museum ono of these 
extraordinary slab doors, about six inches 
in thickness; also a copy of the inscription 
on # stone in this particular house, which 
is in Greek, and dated, L believe, more than 
2,000 yéeurs ago, 

I visited 4 number of villages in the plain 
ot Damascus. The people there are hand- 
some ; many of them are tattooed. They 
wore very brilliant colours, chiefly red (au 
in Egypt one sees always blue), and long 
red boots turned up at theends. They are 
strong, healthy, good humored, and intelli- 
geot, Their houses are of mud, but not 
very dirty. They ran in crowds slong the 
rivers while the canoe passed, but when it 
was on shore (and wrapped in carpets) it 
Was constantly supposed to bea coffin, and 
several times the women shneked as I 
took off the cover and launched the boat. 
Blessed with fine weather and perfect 
health, I have enjoyed this canvo sear, 


in Syria and Egypt to the bighest degree, 

and once more over the spurs of Hermon, 

which is now all white in snow, L hope to 

luunch the Rob Roy on Lake Huleb; and 

then descend the sacred Jordan, 

Consul for the Fentans in the 
United States.

The reporter of the paper referred to, 
who sought an interview with the adver 
tiser, tells us that ‘we haye an expedition 
on foot now which has been inspired by 
the thunder of G. F, Train's guns,and which 
is to make things hot for Britannia where 
she least expects it. Determined Irishmen 
are organizing a band of experienced sol- 
diers and sailors for along ‘and ducting 
naval cruise, The first is pearly complete, 
and the persons are unknown eyeu to 
Murshal Murray's deputies. The movers 
are true Fenians,and have no idea of sivep 
ing while any of their countrymen are im- 
mured in British prisons, The precise 
object they décline to state, but bint indi. 
rectly that a good fleet veasel with a heavily 
armed crew and a marine corps could make 
u sensation on the coast of Australia or a 
Weat India Island, Like Paul Jones, they 
might land on the sands of the West Indies, 
make a raid into the interior, aud carry off 
the plate of some Buglish mogul.’ 

This, together with the meeting of the 
Irish Nationalists at the Cooper Institute 
on the 16th inst., shows that the Fenian 
element in this city is at present more ac- 
tive than usual of late. It is needless to

A circular momoranduu, by order of the 
Lieut.General commanding, has juat boon 
{usued at Aldershott, promulgating inetruc~ 
tions relative to marching pastin quick time 
and salutiog. ‘These regulations, which 
principally affect the position of the officers 
during the movement mentioned, and which 
have been Introduced into the, drill of those 
regiments etationed here, will be of iuterest 
as well to Volunteer as to Regular officers, 
and therefore we append the gist of the ordor 
rofurring thereto, At page 484 of the Field 
exorclas, after the word “alligament,” Ib line 
4, ‘marching past in quick time,’ an inetroo 
tion Isto be added thut tho officers will re~ 
cover thelr swordé and move out in double 
time to the front of the company, carrying 
thoir swords (infantry sword exercive)as thoy 
arrive in thelr places. ‘The position of the 
officers is to be the same ae at open order on 
the halt, and the covering sergeant je to take 
the place of tho captain and lead the company, 
When at ton paces from the saluting polnt, 
the officers will salute, should they baye pot 
previously passed and saluted, Jo saluting,

If is no leas true now, than when the 
American philosopher said ;— 

**A little farm well tilled, 
A little wife well willed,’ 

A disposition to extend the broad acres, 
own a large farm, and all the land adjoin- 
ing it, is & great mistake; and, in nine cases 
out of ten, the real protits of the large 
farmer fall from twenty: tive to fifty per cent, 
below those of the thrifty, frugal man on 
his eighty or one hundred and sixty acres, 

There are 4 few instances where men 
may occasionally succeed, but they are 
exceptions to the rule of large farming. 
The lurge farmer has to expend more than 
the small farmer in the way of teams, wag- 
yons, implements and machinery; hired 
help; heavy taxes on tracts of lund; 
stock and personal properties, which he 
necessarily has to accumulate; then, there 
is the wear and tear of harness and tools; 
the continual expense of keeping up fences, 
buildings, &c, Last, not least, there must 
needs be a large amount of capitalinyested 
in all this vecessary outfit for a large farm, 

The small farmer on bis eighty acres of 
quarter section, with one good team himself 
and 4 little hired belp or his own boys, if 
he bus apy, can perform his labor of 
improving his farm, cultivating and har- 
vesting bis crop with a moderate 
expenditure; and when be foota up his 
accounts at the end of the year, will come 
out ahead of his large farm neighhbor.— 
The great success in farming is manuring, 
deep ploughing, and thorough tillage. 
This is more easily done on small tracts of 
land and much more likely to be done than 
on the larger farm, 

Small farming can be done more scien- 
tifically and systematically than it is 
genefully practicable to haye done on 
large farms; and the consequence is, that 
more is produced to the acre than as the 
result of large farming. It such isthe fact, 
which is founded on reason and practical 
demonstration, small farming adds to the 
waulth of our country, both in excess of 
products, and the actual worth of real 
estate, which is more thoroughly and 
generally improved in small than in large 
tracts of land. It is manifest evidence of 
growing wealth and prosperity, to see the 
large farms and tracts ofland in Missouri 
being divided into amall farms, and making 
still more new homes; increase our popur 
lation, stimulate enterprise, build up our 
institutions, and make us a strong and 
wealthy State.— Cor, Raral World.

Cutting Scions, 


It is high time that cuttings of grapes, 
currants, gooseberries, etc,, were made lor 
use in the spring. Those who have not at 

tended to this matter, should do so at once 
and not wait until planting time, This is 
especially true of apple tree scons, ‘The 
outlier part of winter Is undoubtealy the 
boat time for cutting them, as they are less 
liable to be injured by frost at that ime 
than laterin the season, But we do no 
think that the winter, thus far, has been so 
severe ns Lo as to inflict any injury upon the 
trees, which will be likely to interfere with 
the growth of cuttings made now, if proper 
ly set. It is the sudden changes of temper- 
ature in the latter part of the season, which 
Are most likely to damage the young trees 
and stocks from which cuttings are made. 
Hence it will be well for thove who have 
sclops to cut, to do their work without de- 
luy, as a single warm spell, succeeded by a 
bitter cold may render a great part of their 
cuttings valueless. Of course the grafts 
should be cut when the weather 19 at 4 pro- 
per temperature—say within about 40° 
ofzero.. To preserve the scions until want 
ed, they should be placed in the cellar, in 
small packages, and covered with sand. 
Here they should be allowed to remain uo 
disturbed until required for gratting.

The following is a synopsis of the agri- 
cultural returns of the British Board of 
Trade tor 1868 :— 

The total number of acres under all kinds 


of « liye animal can he nearly approximated 
by them, they will prove of real value to 
the buyers and sellers of stock. The girth 
is the circumference of the animal just be- 
hind the shoulder blades, The length is 
the distance from the shoulder blades, 
The superticial feet are obtained by multi- 
plying the yirth by thelength, It less than 
three, and more than one, multiply superfi- 
clal feet by eleven, If less than five, and 
more than three, multiply superficial feet 
by sixteen, Tf less than seven, and more 
than five,multiply superticial feet by twenty- 
five. If less then nine, and* more than 
seven, multiply superficial feet by thirty— 
three, If less than eleven, and more than 
nine, multiply superticial feet by forty two, 
Example: Suppose the girth of a bul- 
lock to besix feet three inches, length five 
feet six inchea; the supprficial area will 
then be thirty-four; and, in accordance 
with the preceeding rules, the Weight will 
be seven hundred und eighty-two pounds. 
Example; Suppose a pig to mensure in 
girth two feet, and in length one foot and 
nine inches, There would then be three 
and a half feet, which multiplied by cleven 
gives thirty-eight and a half pounds as the 
weight of the animal.

As you have invited farmers to write 
their thoughts, experience, &o., for the

Mr. Gladstone followed up his motion with 
aspeech in defence ind explanation of the 
provisions of the bill, Attor commenting 
on the gravity and importance of the task, 
| he said he was aware of the necessity of 
giving historical and political reasons for 
proposing such a constitutional change-- 
reasons which would show the anomaly of 
the predent position, and the consciousness 
in parliament of the difficulties of such a 
position, The House, at times, had been 
Induced to waste the property of the Irish 
OChurcli, a0 that its magnitude might not 
shock the public mind. It had been necess 
ury at times to support the ascendancy | of 
this Church by the enuctmentor penal laws, 
Tf thia ascendancy wus roaintained, bitter 
feelings on the purt of the® Irivyh penple 
would never ceuse, Adverting to previous 
action on this measure, Mr, Gladstone de 
clured that {it lind resulted in making the 
House aod the country unanimous for dis- 
evtablisiment, He would not dwell upon 
the utguments whieh Lud been put for- 
Ward against it, but he denied that his 
course wus udverse to thy welfure of 
religion and the inseresta of Protestant: 
jom, He denied that it. contemplated 
invasion of the rights of property, arguing 
that a Parliament which had the right to 
create corporations, Lud ap equal mht to 
extinguish them, Te referred to the ob- 
jections to disestablishiment, which were 
based upon the Actof Union,and answered 
them by mutotuining that the Trish Cburet 
as AL present constituted defeated the intent 
of that Act and prevented any real union 
between the people of England with Ire- 
land. The only means of establishing that 
union were religious liberty and civil 
equality. The bill would be conclusive, 
shutting out all controversy, but carrying 
with it no penalty or pain. He proceeded 
to explain that the bill is intended to go 
into effect on and after the frst day of Jan- 
uary, A, D,, 1871. As soon as it has receiy~ 
ed the Royal assent, a committee will be 
appointed fora period of ten years,to guard 
the property of the Church, and to prevent 
the creation of any new interests, All 
ecclesiastical appointments for Ireland, here- 
after, are to be made without freehold, No 
money to be ewployed for permanent pur— 
poses, These provisions are to take the 
place of the suspensory measures passed 
last year, It is assumed that the clergy 
and people muy desire to have other relig- 
jous—organizations for those whieh they 
weré about to give up. In such cases tho 
Queen in Council would recognize the new 
ly constituted religious bodies, but would 
not Creaté them, ‘The result would be the 
abolition of ecclesiastical courta and juris- 


\diction, and of the rights of Bishops to the 
| péerage all ecclesiastical corporations would 


be dissolved, and then the disestablishment 
of the Irish Church would be complete. 


/Provision is made for the clergy who are 


to receive life annuities. All private endow- 
mente are to remain intact, and the Church 
isto be banded over to a Council for re— 
Grants are proposed for 


cathedrals, these structures being regarded 
as national property. Church buildings no 
longer required, are to be handed over to 
the Board of Public Worka for the benefit 
of a fund, Burial grounds are to be placed 
under the charge of the guardians of the 
poor. The Presbyterian clergy are to receive 
annuities in lieu of the regium donum, and 
the Roman Catholic College at Maynooth, 
and the Presbytarian Colleges are to be 
granted capitalized sums of money, Fur- 
ther Legislation isto be had in regard to 
Trinity College. A tithe rent charge will 
be offered to land owners at twenty-two 
and a half years purchase, Church lenses 
are to be sold, tenants having the first 
option. The capitalized value of the 
Church property ia catimated at £16,500,- 
000, of which £8,000,000 is to be appropri- 
ated to compensation and the remainder, 
in the words of the preamble to the bill, 
is to be employed for the advantage of the 
Irish people, not for the purposes of any 
eburch or class, nor for the teaching of 
religion, but for cases of unavoidable 
calamity or suffering, while at the same 
time itis not to cancel the obligntions Inid 
upon property for the relief of the poor.— 
Grants are also to be made to provide for 
the care of Juoutics, for the naming of 
nurses, and for tle support of county in- 
firmaries. Mr, Gladstone proceeded ut 
considerable length to urge upon the House 
the great results which were Lo be expected 
from the passage of this measure, in the 
greater union, security and power of the 
empire, 


Mr. Disraeli followea Mr. Gladstone, and 
apoke briefly, He suid he regarded the 
policy of the administration in regard to 
the Irish Church as politically wrong and 
their bill asan act of confiscation ; but the 
Government had & rightto bring the mate 
ter before the House forn full and thorough 
discussion, and he would not oppose the 
introduction of the bill. 
The motion made by Mr. Gladstone waa 
introduced and read for the firse time.— 
The 18th of March was appointed for the 
second reading and the House adjourned 
The Times i: day says; The scheme for

Tv the Kiditor of the Daily Intelligencer, 


Sit,—In your weekly issue of the 12th 
Feb., I noticed something about the “ Ori- 
gin of the Indians,” Mr, Dilke's work I 
| have pot seen, but, from the synopsis you 
give of ita contents it may be an amusing 
book, but for information on the subject of 
ethoology it is worse than useless, it 18 mis- 
chievous, as tending to give a wrong direc- 
tion to enquirers, after truth. Perhaps the 
nuthor never saw those gpecimens of the 
genus hemo, that he attempts to define; 
but like the writerof Indian romance drew 
entirely on lia imagination for what whould 
have been matters of fact. Ihave spent 
the greater part of my lifetime, more or 
less, in contact with the American Indians, 
and know every tribe from the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence to the head of Lake Superior,and 
from Maine to. Missouri, and have not been 
inattentiveto their history and archmology. 
And ag Pe invite an investigation of the 
subject, I shall be most happy to correspond 
with you in a series of short articles on the 
origin, progress, and decline of the native 
races ot America. And in avalyzing that 
subject, wo shall necessarily be led into the 
all important and interesting subject of the 
northward movement of the earth, 

‘To the question, where Uid the Iadians 
come from? I would reply by another 
question ? Wheredid the Coutinent of Aum, 
éricu come from? The same Almighty 
power that created’ the “one ‘created’ the 
other, and the same eternal, immutsblaand 
uverring laws of cause and effect,brought the 
continent into its present position aud peo- 
pled it with its varied forins of organic life, 
‘This view of the subject brings us at once 
into collision with the absurd doctrine of 
the * unity of the Human Race," a theory 
which notwithstanding all’ the learned 
labor of Pritchard in itssupport, ly 06 mor 
teuable in the estimation of any enligbteped 
student of ethnology than Bishop Burnets 
“ sacred theory of the earth,’ is received as 
a standard of modern geology. 

A Single ylance at this subject shows us 
that to doit juatice, would require a very 
lurge volume, But a3 my time for writing, 
and yourspace for printing are both limited, 
T shall confine my réniarks to’ u few brief 
sketches, For the suke of brevity then, I 
believe I cannot do better (hau copy a lew 
extracts from my Diary written 13 years 
ago, whén investigating the same subject 
with more leisure and better means aod 
appliances than I now possess ia the back- 
woods of Tudor, The work of the lute 
Doctor Morton, of Be ee just 
then been given to the world, and bis fame 
as 4 Comparative Anatomist, placiag him 
in the front rank of science, 1 made several 
quotutions from his\ work, ‘The following 
is one of them ;-~'* Morton's opinions of the 
ofigin of man, & That the human race 
hus not sprung from one pair, but from a 
plurality of centres; that these were cre- 
ated a) initio in those parts of the world 
best udapted to their physical’ natures; 
that the epoch of Creation Was that uunde- 
fined period of time spoken of in tue first 
Chapter of Genesis, wherein it is related 
that God made man “male and female 
created lie them.” That the deluge was 
a mere local phenomenon; that it afflicted 
but @ small part of the then existing inhab 
itants of the earth; that these views are 
consistent with the facts of the case us well 
as with amalogical evidence. 


Biship Herbert admits thut we possess 
no information concerping the origin of 
the different races of mankiod, or their 
languages. Jewish Rabbis in the Targum 
on the Pentuteuch contend for the Plurali- 
ty of races, &c, rgo—Tf all tlie varieties 
of mankind were derived from a single 
aboriginal type, we ought to fod the ap- 
proximation to this type more and more 
apparent as we retrace the labyrinth of 
time, und approach the primeval epochs of 
history. But in runbing back through that 
long vista, what is the result ¢ We examine 
the venerable monuments of Egypt, aud 
we gee the Caucasian and Negro depicted 
side by side, master and slaye twenty-two 
centuries before Christ, while inscriptions 
establish the same ethnological distinction 
800 years earlier, Abundant cuntirmation of 
the same general principle is ulso found on 
the numberless vases from the tombs of 
Etruria ; the antique sculptures of Lodia — 
the pictorial delufeations of tho exrlicat 
Chinese annals; the time-honored ruins of 
Ninevab, and from the undated tablers of 
Peru, Yucatan and Mexico, In all these 
localities, so far removed by space from 
each other, and by time: from us; the dis 
tinctive characteristics of the buman races 
are ao accurately depicted, av to enable us 
for the most part to distinguish them ata 
glance, By the simultaneous creation of a 
plurality of original stocks, thé ‘population 
of thy earth became, not Ao accidental 
result, but a matter of certainty) many, 
and distant regions of the earth which in 
accordunce with the doctrine of » single 
origin, would have remained for thousunds 
of years uopeopled and unkaoown, recsived 
at Once their allotted inhabitants ; and 
these instead of being lefe to struggle with 
the vicissitudes of elance, were trom the 
beginning adapted to those varied circum: 
utunces of climate and locality which yet 
mark their respective positions on earth,— 
See also Rey. J. Pye Smiti's "relation 
between Scripture wud Geology,” 8rd edi-

¢rend Wim. Herbert's Amarillidacea, page 
838. Then again, apropos to the Indians, 
I find auotbor passage in my journal about 
the same date asthe ooe just quoted, I 
have just flnighed the reading of Stephens’ 
travels in Yucatan,and from a careful peru- 
gal of that work, am fully confirmed io 
certain opinions which T have long enter 
tained, viz., the buildéera of those ancient 
cities, (Uxmal, Palenque, &e.,) were not ne 
some suppose an extinct race, but the 
ancestors ot the present race of Indians 
who jnbabit the country, That, there is 
no evidence that this continent was ever 
inhabited by any other race previous to the 
Spanish conquest, That, the Indians are 
the true nutochthones, the aborivinal in- 
habitants of America; that they bave no 
descent trom, or connexion with any other 
race; they | wlong Z0o-ologically to Ameri 
That they are an éxceodingly ancient 
race ; much Older than elther blacks or 
whites, ‘That, aa tho American continent 
in the oldeat Innd, and containa the oldest 
rocks in the world, there ts good reason 
for believing the natives to be the oldest 
race of the genus home, That the To 
dians of North America, and those of Con 
tral America, although specitioally the 
same, are different variotios of the same 
That the natives of Central 
of a puperior type, « more 
intellectual people than those of more 
northorn latitudes, That they stand io 
tho same relation towards the various tribes, 
fror the Patagonian to the Kaquimaux, 
that the Caucnasian race bears toward the 
differont races of Hurope and Asin, ‘That 
4 vast amount of time muat have transpired 
to bring the ancient inhabitants of Mexico 
and Yucatan to auch a high stage of oivil- 
ization, such knowledge of the mochanical 
arts, and such extraordinary populougness, 
Those countries must have en at one 
period inhabited as thick as Obina is at the 
present day, That they bad reached their 
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culminating point, and had been retrograd- 
ing for centuries before the Spanish in- 
vasion. They were then, from internal 
causes Amongst themselves, treading the 
downward course of their destiny ; and the 
policy of the Spaniards precipitated their 
ruin, and completely crushed them, I 
believe that 100,000 yeara would not be too 
much to assigo av the perlod of thelr cx- 
istence ; and as they are in all probability 
the oldest existing race, they will be the 
first to disappear. Their energies are ex- 
hausted mentally and bodily; their “glory 
is departed ;” the sun of their existence {s 
woing rapidly down, and soon must set io 
eternal oblivion.

To the new Common School Bill, as print- 
ed and circulated throughout tlie Province, 
it was purposed toadd a clause making 
the summer vacation of schools from 15th 
July to 16th August inclusive; and the 


latter part of the 10th clause, declaring 


having been employed six montbs in & 
common school, be dismissed without the 
concurrence of the county superintendent 
expressed in writing,” had been withdrawn. 
Tt was intended also to add a clause giving 
trustees in cities and towns power to estab 
lish industrial achoo!s, which be thought 
would prove quite as beneficial to the com- 
munity as the purposed district prisons. 
In explanation, be suid there was attached 


lengthy explunation of the proposed amend- 
ments embraced in the act, directing par- 
ticular attention to the section relating to 
the appointment of county superintendents, 
and their duties. There is a power 
in the law at present to appoint 
county superintendents, but it is seldom 
acted upon, | The local superintendents 
may in rome inetances be very well quali- 
tied, but there’ is no guarantee that guch 
will be the case. The office ot present is 
held by those engaged in other business, 
od are consequently able to devote only, 
4 small portion of their time to it, and cau 
not be expected-to attend to the duties as 
efliciently ne is necessary, There isno part 
of the system more practically important 
than thatof superintendence; and it is ca. 
sential that persons should be appointed 
who are’specially qualifed for the work, 
and Will devote their whole time to it— 
This id the system adopted in all those 
countries in Europe noted for their educa 
tidnul institutions, It is adopted in Hol- 
jand, whose educational system bas so woo 
the confidence of the people as to survive 
three revolutions; there the superin= 
tendence iy considered the vital principle 
of the whole, Dr. Ryerson proceeded to 
read extracts trom reports of various States 
in America, where tb 
superintendence bas been & falure, but that 
of county superintendented ha worked well, 
It is proper that those who superinteod 
teachers should themselves be practical 
teachers, otherwise the inspection cannot 
be éffictent; and this would alto open 
up an object of ambition to tneritorious 
teachers, who might look forward 
to un appointment of this kind as 
the reward of success to their profession,

| One object was to consolidate the differ 
| ent Boards of Trustees. In New York there 
had been rivalry between different Boards 
of Trastees, which bad sioce been united 
and worked harmoniously for the general 
good, It was true that the Grammar 
School Inspector bad 1 ported against 
uvion Boards as they existed under the 
present law, It bud been found that these 
unions were forced upou the Trustees in 
order to save tho existence of the Grammar 
Schoola. He now proposed to place all 
the schools under one Board, to be called 
the Board of Public School Trusteca ; he 
had first decided upon having the Trustees 
all elected, but from the representations 
which had been made to bim by a number 
of friends of education, he thought it bet 
ter that Town and County Councils, which 
aided the High School, should baye the 
appointment of balfof the Tras The 
Trustees to have all the power botli 
Grammar and Common School Trastees 
The pupils attending this High School 
would have to undergo ao examination 
pefore being admitted, It would be the 
school to which children would go from 
the Common Schools, The classics would 
be taught to those only whosa parents 
desired it, so that the Government grant 
would not depend upon the number of 
classical scholars in the school. It was 
proposed that in sddition to Latin und 
Greek, French, German, and Italian should 
be taught. It was believed, by this scheme 
mucb good would arise, girls as well us 
boys would bye admitted, 
Tho Rey. 8. Jones had come to the meet

Foxboro, 


Sim,—I beg a small space In the columns of 
your widely circulated journal, to fuosert a few 
lines In connection with the above operation, 
and also that the many inquiries relative to the 
event may bo answored through the Instrumen- 
tality of your paper. Five yeare ago last Sep~ 
tember, a Tumour commenced growing ln my 
daughter's mouth, which apparently originated 
trom the extraction of a tooth out of the Infer- 
tor maxillary. This ‘l'umour kept gradually in- 
creasing {n size from its first appearance uolll 
it was removed by inclielon. I have from time 
totlme, consulted the best physicians of the 
Cvuunty, and they seemed to concur generally 
in One treatment for its effyctual and permanent 
cure, viz: Thatof having \tcutout, Still there 
seemed to exist asort of timidity and doubttul- 
bess onthe part of the physicians of her not 
living through the Operation. Some of the 
physicians administered at different tliaes, varl- 
ous kinds of treatment, but seemingly without 
any effect for the better, making it If anything 
worse than before. It did not really produce 
avy palu or even uneasiness in the body; only 
ele had the consclousness of knowlog tbat it 
would bo, in all probability, the direct cause of 
her death at some early period.

munure, The house is in reality u large 
forcing frame, about 86 fect long, with an 
avenue of two feet wide down the center, 
und beds about @:feet:6 inches wide, raised 
four Jor tive feet from the ground, Run- 
ning along the rightside on entering is a 
bed made on the ground, in which is a 
large quantity of fine rhubarb beneath the 
raided bed or shelf devoted to raising plants 
fromsced, The roof and tropt ure of course 
ulus, the latter belong tliree feet high from 
the ground, In the raised bed are about 
1,880 healthy Jectuce yplants, and equal 
number of radishes, besides cucumbers, 
cuuliflowers, and otlier plants, This house 
is heated by a brick furnace four fect square 
by six feet high, contaihing tho coils of 
iron pipe in which the water is Leated. It 
is sunk’ sOme five fet in the ground, and 
upon the top of it is a bed for growing 
mushrodms. From the coils of pipe con- 
tuined in the furnace, two large main pipes 
proceed, carrying the licated water trom 
the furnace along the vegetable house, the 
Water again returoing to the furnace by a 
number of small pipes to be reheated, and 
thus being continually kept in circulation. 

Ttis ultimately intended to extend branch 
pipes from the same mains to three other 
trames 85 feet long and 11 feet wide,

The Old-Well Sweep. 


of pumps and open wells, we have a word 
to say in favor of the old well-sweep and 
oaken bucket. It may be that a love for 
What is old, and good, and picturesque in 
the landscape first inclined the writer to 
regard the well-sweep with fayor, especial~ 
ly when it was associated with the mossy 
bucket coming, with a bound almost,spark- 
ling und dripping, from the dark depths 
below; but after a pretty careful inspection 
and use of various kinds of windlasses, pat- 
ent well curbs, and other efforts of inven- 
tive genius to supplant it, we come back to 
the well-sweep as the simplest most dura= 
ble, easiest, and by far the best method of 
drawing water by the bucket from wells 
hot over 20 or 25 feot deep, and perhaps it 
is equally useful for deeper wells. The 
height of the crotch, in which tle sweep is 
hung, should be such that the sweep will 
be horizontal when the bucket is half way 
down the well, and the sweep should be 
long enough and so hung that it will swing 
the bucket clear of the curb. The occasion- 
al binding of the bucket bail in the hook 
of the pole may be remedied perfectly by 
interposing a small round link between the 
eye in the bail and the closed hook on the 
end of the sweep pole. We rarely see o 
new well-sweep now-a-days, while the 
clattering squeaking boxes of machinery 
called patent well-curbs always getting out 
of repair, and rarely bringing up two thirds 
of a pail of water, are seen on overy band, 


Physiologi 


cal facts in Sheep- 
Raising. 


The United §tates Commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition says that alfeep husbandry 
in this country, to be more profitable should 
secure the double purpose of profit from 
Wool and mutton in the culture ot the me- 
rino race, The sheep now produced in 
France, with this double destination, pro- 
duco « woo! of medium fineness, very much 
appreciated, and furnish for the butcher a 
return in flesh satisfactory in quantity and 
quality. The change effected in the French 
merino is thus described by M, Guyot, after 
iiving the points of the old merino ; “The 
ameliorators of the new race haye had to 
fulfil another programme, At first they 
had only to produce a abort wool; this 
lone implied great modifications in the 
skin, The folds disappeared upon n more 
ample body, which has become lower and 
more elongated, more filled out, more fleshy 
and less bone, It is a constant physiologi- 
Cal result that, with a given race, the less 
the skeleton is developed, the longer bee 
comes the staple of the fleece, Such, then, 
are the new characters deduced plysiologi 
cally one from the other; a more oylindri- 
cal stucture; a diminution in the volume of 
tho bone; the disappearance of the folds 
of the skin a suppression ot the horns; a 
very notable contraction of the head and of 
the deforinitics which dishonored it; a de 
cent of the wool upon the parte of the body 
where iP had neither quulity or yalus; the 
choice pieces, the aides (coteletts) and lega, 
become more marked and acquire more 
weight; the wool of medium quality bo 
comes more abundant, and is at the same 
time sott nnd long; the growth of the ani 
mal is more rapid ; the fattening more easy ; 
the returo of flesh greater, and tho quality 
more appreciablo,”

The traveller, as he passes from one

We might give more; but let the above 
suffice, All these proceed upon a wrong

When at home, under the care of my pa: 
rents, I was always taught to obey them 
without the hope of reward or the tear of 
puniabment, Iti ordained of God that 
parents should govern, and that their will 
should be law to their children, To obey 
them, therefore, ia to obey God, and dis~ 
obedience is impiety itself, Let parents, 
therefore, be exceedingly careful as to what 
they enjoin upon their children, tor os the 
children are bound in conscious to obey, it 
ought always to correspond with the wall 
of God; and Jet them all mind how they 
doliver their injunctions, Every command 
should be given in plain terms, without 
any emotion, and baying secured the affec- 
tons of the children by uniform kind treat

Tt contains the first chapters of an inter 
esting and well written history of the Red 
River or Selkirk settlement, by Donald 
Gunn, Esq. 

A Canadian, residing near Cobourg, bay 
ing some idea of emigrating to Red River, 
writes to the Editor of the Nor’ Wester, 
for information, We subjoin the editor's 
reply 

The tenure of land is precisely the same 
with # new settler asit is with the Hudson's 
Bay Company, you hold as much as you 
occupy, and po more. Under present con 
ditions, unoccupied land is free to any 
person to take up, and you pay no price 
for it, The H. B. Co, have never given a 
quit claim deed, neither can they do so,— 
There will be little difficulty at present in 
obtaining farms somewhat improved, and 
epee will depend upon the situation, The 
best farming lands are situated between a 
point 40 miles above thie place on the As- 
sianiboine River, und another point 60 
tiles beyond. There is good land all along 
the river, but it will not be advisable to 
push out too tar until the Dominion Goy- 
ernment treats with the Indians for the 
seasion of their rights, 
_ The country ull slong the Assinniboine 
is especially suited to the raising of stock. 
It would not be advisable in our opinion 
to adopt the Australian system of Ranges 
in this country. That system caused trou- 
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ble there, and so it would here. What we 
want is population, and it would never do 
for any man or & company to possess them- 
selves of an unreasopable large tract of 
country to the exclusion of others, Be- 
sides, it would be of no object in stock 
raising as your cattle can rapge and feed 
over the limitless prairies back of the 
farms, 

Hay would require to becut in the sum- 
mer for winter use, None other but the 
natural grasses are used in this country,— 
And thousands of acres of unoccupied 
prairies are in waiting for the mower ot the 
industrious fermer. 

Cattle are fed and housed for between 
five and six months in the year. 

Stock farming can be carried on on as 
large a scale as you wish. You can feed as 
many cattle as you can cut hay for. Ot 
course you would have more trouble than 
in Texas, but then their relative value per 
head would more than compensate you, 

There will be no difficulty in finding a 
market for your stock for some time to 
come, 

Beef is now selling from 8 to 124 cents 
per lb, and cattle can be driven to various 
American frontier posts and sold at remu- 
nerative prices. If the country fills up 
rapidly, us is expected, cattle will bear a 
good price fora long time, as every new 
settler will want to bu5. 

Good trustworthy stock keepers cun be 
hired at from £2 10s to £8 sterling per 
month with board, 

Judging by a rough estimate, it would 


flour are consumed yearly in this territory, 
and it is all raised bere in ordinary seasons, 
of course, this year of famine is an excep- 
tion, Last year's crops were entirely des— 
troyed by grass-hoppers, and so it was in 
1818, just fifty years ago, But this trouble 
arises from ovr isolation, and because all 
of the country around the infested district 
was unoccupied by civilized men. Had 
this country been settled like Ontario, the 
disaster would not bave been felt. Any 
party putting up ® flouring mill in the pro 
per place will get plenty of wheat to grind, 
always providing that be makes good flour 
and gives an adequate return to the bushel. 
The chances of u market are good, The 
extent of this territory is immense, and our 
interoal commerce will furnish a market 
for years to come. Flour is sent into the 
interior in constantly increasing quantities, 
It is becoming an article of great demand 
among the Indians.

tion of the Dominion of Canada, with a 

00d Provincial Government, similar to 
that of Ontario, and with a good commu- 
nication with the East, via Lake Superior, 
it will Ol op very rapidly, Thil territory 
offers great inducements to the thrifty set— 
tler, and we think emigrants from Great 
Britain and Canada, would rush in by the 
thousands. Why not? 

Women servants can be bad in Red Riv- 
er, and some are good enough; but we 
must confess that we wish some Canadian 
Migs Rye weuld introduce a few from the 
Bast, just to teach those we have how to 
cook and keep house, 

Five or six shillings sterling is the average 
price of Wheat in Red River, and flour from 
ten to twelve sbillings per 100 lbs.

A correspondent of the New England 
Farmer says he bas a pair of half-blood 
Durtiam steers, ten montha old, which 
weigh 1,400 pounds. They were fed the 
milk of one cow and forty five pounds of 
oil meal, and received nothing else but hay 
and grasa to the second day of December, 
since which time, in addition to hay, they 
have been fed one quart of corn meal for 
each animal, 

This is not better than two valves recent 
ly sold in Utica, by Mr, H. T. O, Rexsx, of 
Earlville, Madison county, aud butchered 
by one of our leading firms, ‘Uheir ages 
Were seven and eight months,they being late 
spring calves. ‘The older one was a full-

Our last advises from the London Market 
fre from Samuel Page & Sou, of 16 Water Laue, 


Troman Baker, of Leabanon, Madison 
county, who ig athorough cattle breeder 
and takes great pains to properly feed and 
shelter his stock so a8 to secure the best 
results, When tdressed, the older one 
weighed 570 pounds, the leaf was equal to 
that of any hog, and the tallow was almost 
as white as snow. The younger one dress- 
ed 640 pounds, but was not nearly so fut, 
and the tallow hada creamy hue—whether 
the result of a strain of other blood or of 
the different mode’ of feeding, we cannot 
say. It is thougbt however, that the 
promiscuous diet somewhat injured the 
appetite, and prevented the accumulation 
of tallow to the degree found in the older 
one. Both, however, were exceedingly fine 
calves, the two weighing, when dressed, 
1,110 pounds. They sold) for twelve cents 
a pound, dressed welght, realizing thy 
handsome sum of $183 20. It is not easy 
to beat this.

Painting Farm Implements. 


The better way for people who have but 
little painting todo, is to procure « small 
pail of paint, and purchase boiled oll, rather 
than raw or unbolled oll, A genuine article 
of oithur paint or oll can be selected only by 
experts. A small tin pail of white lead, 
ground In oil, will be sufficient to palnt a 
(ae many tools, Should it not be all used, 
et the surface be covered with oil, and the lid 
kept on, and the paint will not become hard 
for ten years, so long as the pail is kept in 
he cellar, 

During the warm days of Winter, was 
Waggons, ploughs, harrows, and other imple- 
ments, with clean water, If there ia no 
available clean apartment within doors, let 
& waggon reston pieces of plank, on the 
unny side ofsome building, Apply a coat 
of paint, working it thoroughly Into cracks 
and holes, After the firstcoat ia dry, fill 
every open joint, crack and hole with putty, 
and paint again. Putty will not adhere well 
to wood, or to any surface that has not been 
painted, 

Let a quantity of white lead be prepared, 
as for painting white. Now, put in elthor 
blue paint, yellow paint, or black, red, or any 
other, color adding also, more oil and liquid 
drier, until the desired color has been formed, 
Tt is best to use white lead for the purpose of 
fortning more of a body, or impervious cov— 
ering on the wood,than other paint will make, 
Paint may also be rade by simply atirring 
Venetian red or Brandon yellow, both of 
which are very cheap, into boiled oil and 
liquid-drier, until the mass _ is of the consis- 
tence of thincream. A half pint of drier 
mingled with two quarts of boiled oil will 
cause good paint to dry in twenty-four 
hours,

Cold Frames. 


Cold frames in gardens, if they have boon 
attended to during the early part of the sea- 
son,and the cabbage and other plants in 
them properly hardened off may now be more 
exposed than heretofore, By this time the 
plants should beso tough that hardly any 
amount will injure them, 

‘The most that is necoasary is to prevent 
their being covered with snow, 

On this account and chiefly on this account 
{t is not safe to loave the sashes up or off, 
even during the mildest nights, lest a sudden 
change of weather should do damage, but du. 
ring «ll sunny days, no matter how cold, un. 
leas the wind is blowing violently, it will be 
of advantage to the plants to strip the sashes 
offentirely. Eveo yet, and until the firat of 
March, they should be kept covered in the 
morning, uotilafter the frostia thawed off 
from the under side of the glass, 

Planta which have been treated as we di- 
rect, may bs set out in the fleld as early 
io March as it is possible to prepare the 
round for them ; and although, as during 
last spring, the whole of Apriland « part of 
May may be wo cold and wot that they will 
not grow at all, they will be in no way injar- 
ed,andso much ofthe heavy work of the 
Spring will bodone and out of the way. ‘To 
use the sashes with tho greatest economy, 
there should be another set of frames roady 
to recelve then: as soon av they are removed 
from over the cabbages. Lettuce plants 
taken from the cold frames may be rapidly 
forward In thesean sv0n as the sashes can be 
used to cover them jand after the lettuce is 
out they may be used for the early erop of 
cucumber.

A Horr ow Contra Conn Fopprn.—A 
correspondent of the Country Gentleman 
gives un account of his experience in cur 
ing sowed corn. Ho commenced cutting 
it with «corn knife, (for the stalka were 
from eight to twelve tect in height,) laid 
it in swaths on the grotind, and after a day 
or two of lear wenther, commenced to tle 
up aud stack the small quantity he hat out 
for experiment. This tying and stacking 
béing tedious, he concluded to stack it 
loosely, without tying, each gide of a hori 
zontal polo supported at the proper height 
by forks, Against this pole he stacked all 
bis corn fodder except the two or thr 
stacks tied fo bundles, By the excessively 
wet weather during the time of harvesting 
{t, ho wae unable to yet any of it cured oo 
the ground. Tho rewult was on entire suc 
cess. Not the loast mould or fermentation 
ocourred. In the begioning of winter he 
bavled into the barn os much as n mow, 19 
by 80 feet, Would hold by standing the tod- 
der up compactly one tier deep or ia height

ful paroxysm and died. Thé man who kept 
the dog which bit Mr. Eckerson, after know- 
ing thatit had been bitten by another dog 
a week before Mr. Eckerson’s death gave 
him fifty dollars as compensation for injuries 
sustained, and persuaded Mr, Eckerson, to 
Pee a paper of release from further claims. 
The neighbours are very indignant, and talk 
about clubbing together to carry on a suit 

aidst the owner of the dog, on behalf of 
the widow and orphans. ‘The neighbours 
think that the very least Mr, Hopper can do 
is to pay off a mortgage of $700 resting on 
the Eckerson place, and they threaten a law~ 
suit if ho does not lift thut mortgage.
